London, Feb, 9-—The Times military 
expert today devotes nearly three 
co.umns to an estimate of the German 
losses during the war. With due al- 
lowances' for many considerations 
Which tend to make such estimates ty 
a considerable extent guess work the 
correspondent believes that during the 
1§ months of the war Germany has 
lost about 2,700,000 men. 
3,600,000 in Field, 

It is estimated by the writer that 
Germany now has 3,600,000 men in the 
fleld, and that she had about 9,000,000 
available at the beginning of the war. 
This, he says, would leave her a re- 
serve of 2,700,000 men, many of whom 
are needed for internal duty 


The expert thus reaches the conclu- 


sion that Germany still has available 
for fighting a reserve of 2,000,000 
men, and says that until these are ex- 


bausted the strength of her armies in 
the field will not begin to ‘fail her. 

The correspondent makes his article 
the text for a renewal of his urging 
that the entente allies give up, as far 
(possible, what he terms “petty 
campaigns in far off ifelds and con- 
centrate against Germany.’ 

“If we insist upon fighting the
